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JIM

tem. T h u rs day this writer reported that a 
tentativ e bu dg et for the coming y e a r pro­ 
jected a $6 35,000 deficit ir\the E du c a tion­ 
al Fu nd. 


Ho lding the line in all areas ex cept 
fo r pro jecting a step in crease in sa l a ­ 
ries fo r the district staff, the deficit can 
be attributed to inflatio n and lo ss o f tax 
re v e nue to the district. The lo ss o f rev ­ 
enue is no t peculiar to Dix o n alo ne, but 
is rather w id esprea d thro ug ho ut the 
state. 
P r i m e ca u se of the loss of r ev enu e is, 
of cou rse, loss of tax rev enu e from pe r ­ 
sonal property tax es, which hav e been all 
bu t sq u ashed ou t of ex istence u nder the 
new sta te constitu tion. 
School districts throu g hou t the state 
will be affected by the loss of tax monies, 
bu t D ix on’s situ ation has been a little 
long er com ing , du e to the tig ht bu dg eta ry 
controls which a r e practiced here. 
Mt. Morris ran into financial difficu l­ 
ties last y e a r and one referendu m to in­ 
cre as e the edu cational fu nd tax r a t e w as 
defeated, and a second effort, shortly 
thereafter, was approv ed. Howev er Mt. 
Morris this week w as alre ady feeling a 
fu rther pinch and issu ed its first ta x a n­ 
ticipation w a r r a nt for $50,000 to keep that 
district operating . 
Sterling scho o l bo ard m e m b e r s this 
w eek h eard that the a s s e s s e d v aluatio n 
in their district w as taking a terrific 
dro p, which will co nsequen tly affect 
their o peratio n. 
Rochelle v oters recently beat down a 
bu ilding re fe re ndu m and an inc rease of 
38 cents in the edu cational fu nd. 
All this, of cou rse, leads u p to the 
q u estion of what is g oing to happen here. 
It’s a g ood q u estion! The present school 
board had been operating on the theory 
that Dix onites want no part of increased 
tax es, in lig ht of two referenda defeats in 
the not-too-distant past, and h a v e been 
watching the nickels and dim es rath e r 
well. By doing so they hav e prov ided a 
balanc ed and q u ite a de q u a t e c u rricu lu m 
for Dix on stu dents. 
Howev er, it does not presently a ppe a r 
that ev en the best pu lling of the pu rse 
string s by ou r school board will be able to 
ov erc om e the projected deficit for the 
com ing y e a r . 
So , Dix o n is at a cro ss ro ads, o nce 
ag a in. F o r s o m e tim e no w this writer 
has been alerting re ade rs that s p a c e in 
the v a rio us facilities is 
just 
barely 
m ee ting d e m a n d s . And a recent repo rt 
by the ch ief ev alu ato r o f the No rth C e n­ 
tral Asso ciatio n, v isiting Dix o n Hig h 
Scho o l, no ted that: “ T here is an a t m o ­ 
sphere o f m o v in g ahea d ed ucatio nal­ 
ly ." but that " phy sical facilities will 
hinder te a c h e r effo rts v ery so o n.” 
The Board has set u p com m ittees 
within its str u c t u re to stu dy the v ariou s 
alte rnativ e s which will be av ailable to 
the district. 
One c om m itt e e has been meeting with 
the school architect to ferret ou t the 
v ariou s a l te rnat iv es to the space prob­ 
lem. Another has been delv ing into other 
alte rnativ es which will still prov ide q u a l ­ 
ity edu cation throu g h the u se of the facil­ 
ities. on a 12-month basis, a 45-15 basis, 
etc. 
T h ese alt ernativ e s are g o ing to h a v e 
to be dec id ed by Dix o n v o ters in the 
v ery near future. T here will be no e s ­ 
capin g facing up to the pro blem s this 
time aro und. This writer ho pes that all 
Dix o nites will b e c o m e v itally in terest­ 
ed in so lv ing these educ atio nal pro b­ 
le m s. Our children, at a m in im u m , d e ­ 
ser v e the co urte sy o f an ho nest, intelli­ 
g ent effo rt to reso lv e the situatio n.

On Vo-Ed Training 


/ / Got Room for a Passenger?“ 


A recently released Census Bureau 
repo rt sho wed “ an ex plo siv e g ro wth” 
in the amo unt o f educatio n attained by 
Americans in the past 30 y ears. 
Specifically , the pro po rtio n o f 
y o ung adults with co lleg e deg rees has 
almo st tripled since 1 9 40, fro m six per 
cent to 1 6 per cent. 
The pro po rtio n with o ne o r mo re 
y ears 
o f co lleg e 
has 
mo re 
than 
do ubled, fro m 13 per cent to 31 per 
cent. 
This has led so me o bserv ers to say 
that what is co mmo nly reg arded as a 
g eneratio n g ap between pre-and po st- 
Wo rld War II Americans is really an 
educatio n g ap. 
But turn the fig ures aro und. If 16 
per cent o f y o ung Americans hav e a 
co lleg e deg ree, 84 per cent o f y o ung 
Americans do no t. If 31 per cent o f 
y o ung Americans hav e o ne o r mo re 
y ears o f co lleg e, 6 9 per cent o f y o ung 
Americans hav e nev er been to co lleg e 
at all. 
Betweeen the scho o l y ears o f 1 9 6 4-6 5 
and 1 9 6 9 -70, the number o f co lleg e stu­ 
dents mushro o med fro m 4.6 millio n to 
7.4 millio n, say s the Census Bureau. 
Yet in the same perio d, the number 
o f y o ung Americans enro lled full time 
in v o catio nal o r technical training 
co urses abo v e the hig h scho o l lev el 
zo o med fro m 1 5 0,000 to abo ut two 
millio n, a 1 3 -fo ld increase. 
We hear little abo ut it, ho wev er. 
Vo catio nal training is the neg lected 
stepchild o f the educatio n industry , 


ev en tho ug h the U.S. Office o f Educa­ 
tio n estimates that half o f all jo bs 
o pening up in the 1 9 70s will require 
training bey o nd hig h scho o l but less 
than a fo ur-y ear deg ree. 
“ So ciety is creating a larg e number 
o f educated inco mpetents because o f 
its unrealistic demands that a student 
must hav e a fo ur-y ear d eg ree,” 
charg es Irv ing Go ldstein, president o f 
Charro n-Williams Sy stems, 
Inc., 
a 
leading netwo rk o f co mmercial and 
technical training scho o ls in the So uth­ 
east. 
Very o ften, he no tes, when a student 
dro ps o ut o f a fo ur-y ear co lleg e pro ­ 
g ram he has a feeling o f failure and is 
co mpletely lacking in directio n. 
By co ntrast, a student pursuing a 
v o catio nal educatio n co urse has a 
sense o f immediate acco mplishment, a 
sense o f purpo se. He kno ws what ty pe 
o f career he is being prepared fo r. The 
co urse o f study is intense and the stu­ 
dent has no time fo r campus pro test­ 
ing . 
Fo r instance, the av erag e secre­ 
tarial co urse in a co mmunity co lleg e 
can take two y ears to co mplete. The 
same co urse in a priv ate business 
scho o l takes nine to 10 mo nths. 
So ciety must sto p placing a stig ma 
o n y o ung peo ple who do n’t g o to 
co lleg e, say s Go ldstein. It must sto p 
lo o king do wn o n v o catio nal educatio n 
as no nintellectual o r no ncreativ e. The 
entire co ncept o f v o catio nal educatio n 
needs to be upg raded. 


Decision, no solutions 


The sto ry is to ld in academic circles 
o f the co lleg e marketing pro fesso r who 
asked o ne o f his students ho w he wo uld 
price a new brand o f to o thpaste. 
“ I wo uldn’t,” replied the student. 
“ The wo rld do esn’t need ano ther damn 
to o thpaste!” 
The class ag reed and refused to dis­ 
cuss the matter further. 
Whether true o r no t, the sto ry is 
illustrativ e o f the thinking o f a g reat 
many y o ung peo ple who will be to mo r­ 
ro w’s leaders. Raised in a so ciety o f 
abundance po cketed with po v erty , they 
hav e decided that the wo rld do esn’t 
need ano ther to o thpaste, ano ther car 
capable o f dev lo ping 300 ho rsepo wer, 
ano ther billio n peo ple, mo re po llutio n 
and mo re waste o f natural reso urces. 
Hav ing decided this, ho wev er, they 
hav e y et to tell us ho w they pro po se 
sto pping the machinery o r redirecting 
it to ward “ life-enhancing ” g o als. 
Thus far in America, the real test o f 
whether the co untry needed ano ther 
to o thpaste o r any thing else has been 
whether it wo uld sell. Hig h-pressure 
adv ertising , planned o bso lescence and 
the creatio n o f pho ny needs no twith­ 
standing , the free marketplace has 
pro v en to be the best reg ulato r o f pro ­ 
ductio n and co nsumptio n. 


There is no lack o f ex amples o f 
co untries where so me central planning 
autho rity decrees what peo ple can buy 
o r no t buy , what sho uld be pro duced o r 
no t pro duced, in so me o f them, the 
peo ple are lucky to hav e to o thpaste at 
all, let alo ne an array o f co mpeting 
brands. 


The much-talked-abo ut “ g reening ” 
o f America can o nly be achiev ed 
thro ug h educatio n and persuasio n. But 
while they are educating and persu­ 
ading the rest o f us, co ncerned y o uth 
sho uld also bear in mind that it is the 
v ery wealth g enerated by hav ing to o 
many to o thpastes that will make it 
po ssible to hav e the o ther thing s they 
desire a po llutio n-free env iro nment, 
the wise use o f reso urces and the 
human po ssibilities in a so ciety free o f 
material want. 


And while they are co ndemning 
industrialized natio ns fo r building their 
techno lo g ies o n wealth “ sto len” fro m 
undev elo ped natio ns, they mig ht pause 
to co nsider that witho ut this techno lo g y 
there wo uld be no ho pe o f raising the 
liv ing standards o f the po o r natio ns to 
the po int where they , to o , can beg in 
wo rry ing abo ut hav ing to o many to o th­ 
pastes.

The withho lding tax has to be the 
mo st brilliant inno v atio n in the who le 
histo ry o f tax atio n.

duced by mo re than o ne-fo urth, say s 
the Chamber o f Co mmerce o f the 
United States. 
These benefits no w av erag e 2 7.9 per 
cent o f emplo y er pay ro lls. In terms o f 
do llars and cents, this means that fo r 
ev ery $1 00 in wag es a wo rker is paid, 


his emplo y er pro v ides additio nal bene­ 
fits av erag ing $2 7.9 0. 
The fig ure includes no t o nly the 
emplo y er’s po rtio n o f leg ally required 
pro g rams, such as So cial Security , un­ 
emplo y ment insurance and wo rkmen’s 
co mpensatio n, but a wide v ariety o f 
v o luntary benefits. Chief amo ng these 
are life, sickness, accident and ho s­ 
pitalizatio n insurance, pensio ns, sick 
leav e, v acatio ns and ho liday s. 
In a surv ey o f 1 ,1 1 5 co mpanies last 
y ear, the chamber fo und that they 
were pay ing an av erag e o f 9 8 cents per 
pay ro ll-ho ur fo r emplo y e benefits. This 
represents an increase o f 330 per cent 
in benefits o v er 1 9 49 and is 19 per cent 
hig her than the 1 9 6 7 fig ure.

According to J a c k Calhou n, 
the lead er of the d eer project for 
the D e pa rtm e nt of C onserv a­ 
tion, the big reason d eer do so 
well in Illinois is the ab u nd a nce 
of na tu ra l foods and the lack of 
natu ra l pred a tors. “ The only 
real pre d a tor the d ee r h a s is 
m a n,” he said. “ The only other 
pre d a tors in Illinois a r e an oc­ 
casional bobcat and som e free 
ru ning d ogs.” 
Illinois d eer trapping sta rte d 
w hen the h erd w as reprodu cing 
at su ch a sta ggering ra te that 
the 
pu zzled 
ga m e 
biologists 
w anted to find the reason. F e ­ 
m a le d eer w ere tagged and r e ­ 
leased and 8 5 per cent w e re 
fou nd to he faw ning at one y e a r 
of age c om pa re d to 10 per cent 
in most north ern state s. 
“ We fou nd that this ea rly age 


faw ning w as du e to the good nu ­ 
tritional diet the d eer w ere ge t­ 
ting in Illinois,” said Calhou n.
